Presidential  I  have  been  reminded  that  as  President 

of  our  club,  1  have  the  responsibility  of  a 
full  page  for  the  BugleMy  sincere  appre¬ 
ciation  goes  to  Nancy,  who  comes  up  with 
the  rest  of  the  Buglsix  times  every  year.

1.  I  have  already  made  corrections  on  over  125  pages 
of  the  Fifth  Edition,  mostly  minor  corrections  of  information 
that  has  come  to  light  in  the  past  few  years.  This  book  will  end 
where  it  did  in  1991  with  the  corrections  made.  This  will  be¬ 
come  the  Sixth  Edition,  Volume  1. 

2.  Volume  2  would  start  where  Volume  l  leaves  off 
with  up  to  current  releases  as  well  as  previously  unlisted  known 
bars  regardless  of  when  they  were  struck. 

3.  Both  volumes  would  be  offered  in  three  different 
bound  ways:  perfect  bound,  3-hole  drilled  for  3-ring  binders, 
and  also  spiral  bound.  Updates  of  Volume  2  could  be  made 
without  a  huge  investment  therefore  the  cost  to  update  your  book 
would  be  reasonable.  The  3-ring  and  spiral  (with  a  lot  of  pa¬ 
tience)  could  be  inserted.  I  would  work  with  a  responsible  per¬ 
son  on  updating  the  book  as  far  as  copyrights  are  concerned. 

No  date  has  been  set  for  their  release.  It  will  take  sev¬ 
eral  months  to  get  them  ready.  No  cost  has  been  set.  Volume  1 
will  probably  be  in  the  500-700  run,  and  maybe  a  couple  of 
thousand  of  Volume  2.  The  Fifth  Edition  had  2000  printed.

Coca-Cola  Ingots  are  HOT  Again! 

By  Tom  Mock.  IASAC  #  567 


If  you  don't  know  or  remember  much  about  the  75th  Anniversary 
Coca-Cola  ingots,  here  is  some  basic  background  information  These 
ingots  were  produced  from  1975  to  1988  by  62  different  bottlers 
celebrating  their  75lh  year  in  business.  For  the  most  part,  each  bottler 
issuing  an  ingot  used  the  75lh  Anniversary  and  Coca-Cola  logo  on  one 
side  and  on  the  other  side  a  throwback  bottle  from  their  early  days  or 
sites  and  scenery  from  their  plant’s  location.  Each  ingot  was  struck  in 
high  quality  bronze  or  silver.  This  can  be  attributed  to  the  World  Wide 
Mint's  use  of  a  250-ton  Bliss  press  they  had  purchased  from  die  U  S. 
Mint  in  San  Francisco. 

High  quality  ingots  were  made  at  the  request  of  the  bottler  and  some  had 
additional  ingots  struck  using  different  metals,  such  as  gold,  bronze, 
brass,  sterling  silver,  aluminum  and  gold-plated.  Of  course,  the  most 
popular  metal  used  was  silver.  In  addition  to  the  different  bottlers  and 
different  metals  used,  collectors  also  discovered  variations  such  as 
special  issues,  die  changes,  serial  number  differences,  proof  versions  and 
lack  ot  rim  markings.  All  these  differences  were  done  for  reasons  such 
as:  first  strike  'proof  'edition,  special  issues  for  employees,  die  damaged 
during  production,  vendor  gifts,  etc.  Each  of  these  variations  adds  to  the 
collectability  of  each  ingot. 

In  January  1975  the  Chattanooga  bottler  issued  a  small  ad  about  their 
Coca-Cola  silver  ingot  in  the  Sunday  newspaper,  and  arrived  at  work  on 
a  very  cold  Monday  morning  to  find  a  line  of  people  around  the  street 
waiting  to  purchase  one  of  the  silver  ingots.  Order  forms  were  quickly 
filled  out  for  the  remaining  bars,  and  the  ingots  sold  out  quickly.  This 
was  the  start  of  the  Coca-Cola  75lh  Anniversary  ingot  collection,  and 
ingots  continued  to  be  produced  in  fairly  high  quantities  However,  after 
1979  mintage  decreased  significantly,  making  it  difficult  to  acquire  many 
of  the  last  few  bottlers’  ingots.  In  fact,  some  of  the  ingots  produced  in 
bronze,  gold,  and  gold-plated  were  not  even  known  to  collectors  until 
they  showed  up  in  the  market  years  later.

Here  is  an  example  of  an  ingot  I  found  out  about 
in  2004  It  was  a  bronze  pieced  issued  for  the 
Birmingham,  Alabama  bottler  Not  know  ing 
much  about  this  ingot  issued  28  years  prior  to 
then.  I  contacted  the  bottler  looking  for  someone 
who  was  around  during  their  75lh  Anniversary.  I 
was  not  able  to  speak  to  anyone  who  was  still 
employed  from  1977,  but  was 
fortunate  to  find  someone 
willing  to  help  research 
information  about  the  ingot 
After  a  few  days,  I  was 

notified  that  the  ingot  was  made  in  a  limited  quanity 
of  about  500  which  were  presented  to  employees  at 
their  place-setting  during  the  75lh  Anniversary  dinner 

Back  in  the  70’s,  when  Coca-Cola  75th  ingots  were  first 
were  issued  to  the  public  through  the  bottler,  local  banks  and  a  nationally 
known  coin  dealer  out  of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  However,  sometime 
after  1980  the  bottlers  that  issued  ingots  stopped  selling  directly  to  the 
public.  These  ingots  were  made  mainly  for  employees  and  associates  of 
the  bottler.  The  ingots  not  issued  to  the  public  have  become  by  the  far, 
the  hardest  to  obtain  for  a  collector. 

High  quality,  great  design,  limited  quantity  and  different  strikes  all  add 
to  the  fun  of  collecting  Coca-Cola  75lh  Anniversary  ingots.  If  you  enjoy 
collecting  and  putting  together  a  collection,  look  at  Coca-Cola  75th 
Anniversary  ingots,  as  they  present  a  very  challenging  quest  for  anyone 
to  gain  each  example.  That  must  be  why  they  are  currently  so  HOT!
